30.— Every 
business transaction of the government 
involving the payment tf money, 
from the millions appropriated for 
pensions and war ships, down to the 
smallest money order, has to be passed 
upon by officials of the Treasury De- 
partment before the matter is finally i 
settled. To audit this enormous num- 1 
ber of bills, involving several hundred 
millions of dollars each year, the 
Treasury Department is provided 
with six divisions of accountants, 
each having its own branch of the 
public service to look after. 

The Sixth Auditor, now officially 
known as “The Auditor for the Post 
Office Department,” requires from 460 
to 600 assistants to keep track cf the 
business ot that branch of the service 
alone.
